PROF. JACKSON'S LECTURE 



A Vary AMa Address to tha CflMad 

. CltlMIS, 



Prof. Jaoksou, President of ti e 
State Normal colored school at Frank 
fort, doHvered bis lecttire on "Three 
Elements of Hvecess" to a larga aadi« 
eno« of both white and black people 
at tbe ooart home Thnrsday night. 
The lecture waa replete with good ar- 
gument, and atrong exhortation * to 
the oolored people ftr tha advanoa* 
mank of the race. The three ele- 
ments that Prof. Jaokfon thinks must 
mark thapiogrM of tha naa, or that 
each iipgrn mu*t pofwea^ to aucceed, 
are "Material Accumulation," "Intel 
lectual EfTurt," and <'Moral Growth." 
The Dei;ro, he says, can not and will 
uot command respect until he owns a 
home of his own. The environments 
ot the country are such that any no 
Xro with industry and economy can 
do thii^; and this ia aotep that he must 
take, if he riiea. He referred to nu- 
merous negroea in varioaa parts of 
the country who hail accumulated 
more or leas wealth, and who in the 
>H iw io B of H oomnaadadtba raa* 
l)ect of all races. 

The next step must be an effort to 
improve his maatal eapaelUaa. This 
was being done, in the South, where 
there were a number of good schools, 
and especially ia Kantacky, and in 
this State tho negro was in the lead in 
this (larticuliir of hh colored brother 
in thn other aectiona of the country. 
The B|)eaker said that ho was proud of 
Kentucky in this regard. Her color- 
ed sch'jule wi uld compare favorahly 
with those of any State. He aaid 
while tbe negro bad mada adTaoea- 
meut in morals, yet aa a race he wa» 
still greatly deficient. Tbe environ- 
manta of tbe nagro bad moeb to do 
with his moiala, and ono way for 
(growth along this line was to separate 
tha Rood froaa tha bad. Ha add one 

impcdinient to growth wan tliat tho 
race was ridden by a prieatLood, and 
he used this lam ia its broadcat sense 
There were ton many immoral men 
ao'.ong tbo miniaterr; there were in- 
competent Man in the ministry. He 
would say naught againat the good 
miaisters — they were doing a great 
work, a good work, and they and the 
teaohers thoaU join hands in tha 
great work of upbuilding tbe race, 
but that the doora should be closed 
against the immoral t>reRcher. 
Ha aloaad bis^lectii^' a ^low* 
ute'to womanhood, and said 
tha teacher in tbe school should teach 
the boya to honor, respect and protect 
womaahood.

Suffice it to say that 
from l>eginning« of a few bnadred 
acres they now poeseas hundreds of 
thousanda of acres. Their realty lies 
in half a doien Btataa, aslaBding 
from'Tazaa to Oregon, aad tiii hards 
range over hill and dale for many a 
hnndftd miki^ and ara nombeiad by 
tbataaoof tho— adii .Moahoftboir 
land isfenaid,b«ta«anat dial Vm 
open. 

With tbcae explaaatioM tbe raad- 

e's of the Press^ will better under- 
stand the nature of tbe buaineas car 
riid oa at Haadqaartan ranob, which 
IS only a station for the transaction oi 
buaineas on this big Calitornia farm. 
The principal bosine s here ia the rai 
sing ot cattle, aad BMiat of tha hay 
and grain thrown it for feed for thair 
own stock. Men are employed to do 
tha work on tbia farm aaau aa on a 
fhrm in Kaato^r, and it la oaly the 
magnitude of tha aataipriia that 
makea it iataraatlag. 

Tbia fane extaada for m«ira thaa a 
hundred milfs in a northerly direc 
tion from this point, varying in width 
firom oaa to taa adlea It ia all nadar 
the irri);atioii ditch. At vari>>us pla 
ces are autions or headquarters for 
earryiag oa tha hoalaaaa, all of whteb 
RTo cloealy caaaaelad hj talapboaa 
wire. 

At 4 o'clock I waa arooaed by the 

alarm of the telephone bell and the 
babble ot many tonguea. *The camp 
waa alive and it was not yal dqrlight. 
Tbe night had been oppramively 
warm, and aleep in a cloaed room waa 
out ot tbe question. I rose and was 
quickly dreased. I had not been out 
fiftoan minntea nor gated into tbe fa 
ces of a dozen men before I conclud 
ed that Ufa on a farm of this liiad is 
both drndgerr aad davtry. Tha man 
are overworked and the manager is 
the hardest worked jnsn of tj »j<n all . 
He* does not know what undisturbed 
reel ia, (lay ur r.itht. To be<i at 11 
and up at 4.* Think ot itl And the a 
balfaduiM teWphona oalla during 
tbe time he is frying to court Morphe 
ua. And yet tbe manager, Mr. T. £ 
Brawn, baa held tha poaitioa for SO 
yeara. * 

At this raneh thaM is a large aup- 
ply store, a oommadioaa eflea, plaaa 

ant rooms for goaatlf a largo dining 
hail, a blacksmith and repair shop, 
aad abonk hooaa for tha help. The 
men all furiiish their own blanketa> 
all ttie bedding .they possess, or con 
xi ler naoaaaary, and not half of them 
avail themselves of tbe bunk bouse, 
but roll up their blankets and aloop 
underaateaw or hay stack. Very 
few of them remove thair alotbiag, 
not even their shoes. 

During the morning tha telephone 
bell was constantly (inging, and the 
manager interpreted to ma aoma of 
the demaada mada o?ar tha liaa: "We 
want four man, |two pagplowaand 
ten hoiaea at raaok 10." "Wa are 
short of spoons and bacon nt cain)i 
19." "Truck 81 haa a broken axle 
tree at Battoa WIHow." "Ooak aiek 
at new camp in seclioa 10, 23; also 
nearly out of coflee." These are (nil 
aaaaplaa of twaaty or thirty maam- 
gaaraaaived within an boat fima tbe 
Tariooa ranchea. 

Meaawbila piaparatkm for tbe days 
work was going steadily on, and the 
manager was fli,tUng in and out, giv 
ing oidera, anawariag qaaat l o a a , dIrec 
ting work, etc. Two wagons were 
being loaded with a complete camp 
outfit, includinfc provisions for ten 
days, together with kgrioultoral im- 
plemeetH'fbr doing oertaia work nine 
teen railaa away. A cook, aeven men 
and four taama were diapatohad to do 
tbia moA. A mamcraadam of arary 
item put upon tbe wagons waa made, 
aad the boaa in charge ot the outfit 
raoeited for it Tha workmen moved 
swiftly, silently in performing their 
duti s, the manager aad, boaa only do 
ing the talking. 

At 6:30 a Mongolian stepped to tha 
door of the dining hall and aounded 
a big triangle. Inataatly work was 
sus|»ended and a quiet march made 
for the brtakfaat table. Ham, pota 
toaa, hot biaealt, Ugbt biaad, beanie 
dried prnaoo aad coffee were served. 
Beaobea aarvad for aeato, and the men 
atip oil tia plftoa and diiiak oat of tin 
cupa. The meal was well cooked, 



The hoiara that go out were provided 
Ibr in lika manner. Before 7 o'clock 
arary man who gora away from the 
hoaaa to work had ' departed, and it

"And noWk" aaU the manager, "wa

the way we ware aeated at the farther 
end of tha dtataffhaU, at tha table 
reaerved for guests.

Uste, and it was all piaparad, cooked 
and aerved by Chinamen, who are en 
gaged in the culinary department of

The lame ones, the old ones, 
and thoae that have met with misfor 
tune are aeparatad and fed. To tide 
over theaa nnfortnnataa ooaaidarabia 
hay and aoma grain areprotldad. 
Shipmanta of baerea on all of tbaaa 
hurge ranahaa la auida direct firom tbe 
pasture to tha 8aa Fkaneiaeo maiiet. 
There isn't much timothy or clover 
hay grown, but instead fiaUa of alfal 
IkaratobaaaaaoB arerybafed; this 

is a coarse bay, but very nutritious, 
and yielda on good soil two tons at a 
cutUag to At aaN, and thraa aaope 
may be harvested in a year. It is al- 
so very generally uaed tor paatur> 
age. 

Eight o'clock found us stirring the 
dust very perceptibly on our westward 
journey.

1 uae one teaspoon 
ful of cobalt to a pint ot water, and 
pnt a few dfopa of th^ daoooUon in 
to tbo blooms every Ofiatog, and I 
alway* get the fif, aad aoually the 
fly will vlait tbo MoiwaM before it 
begins depositing eggs on the tobac- 
co plant. So far there has bden but 
few worms, bel ttO Itaa an now get 
ting very ntlffletOBij^aud l look for 
an army of wornu unlcaa the fliei uf e 
deetroyed. If all tho tobaoob gro w 
era will adopt the cobalt method of 
deatroymg the fly, i am certain the
